“Yes, mostly from the Virginia Highschool League which is the nerve center of all athletics.” 


4) WHY DON’T YOU COACH? 

“| do! My job as Athletic Director gives me the opportunity to get involved in all sports. 
| enjoy coaching, It’s very satisfying for me to see kids go out and do something that | taught 
them to do.” 


5) DO YOU RECEIVE A LOT OF COMMUNITY SUPPORT? 
‘Yes, we live in a society where people appreciate sports. This country has been grown 
on competition.” 


6) WHAT DO YOU LIKE BEST/WORST ABOUT YOUR JOB AS ATHLETIC DIRECTOR? 

“| like it because | get to be associated with so many good people. But | never seem 
to have enough time to get things done. | wouldn’t get things done if it wasn’t for Mrs. Keyser 
and Mrs. Michalek who do my typing, send out bills etc. | also receive a lot of help from Mr. 
Lockridge.” 


7) DO YOU SEE MUCH TALENT GO THROUGH L.H.S.? 
“Yes, our basketball program is known state wide. And | am also pleased with scholarship 
sports awards because it shows both the athletic and academic aspect of our team members.” 


8) WHAT IS (ARE) YOUR FAVORITE SPORT(S)? 
“Basketball. It’s almost like a ballet. It’s a syncronized motion, fluid; it flows when things 
go right. | also respect track runners because you have to do a lot of work on the mind.
